REPORT FUNERAL DELAYED 


To be Held Monday, London Is 
Advised—Crowds File Past 
Bier.of Late Lord Mayor. 


CORK, Oct...30 (Associated Press).—} 


Thousands of Irishmen of all classes and 
callings, ‘with their wives and children, 
filed in*solemn. procession today past the 


-bier of Teretice MacSwiney, late Lord 


Mayor.of Cork: mutely testifying to the 
esteem with which the deceased Lord 
Mayor’ was held by his fellow-towns- 
people and the whole of Nationalist 
Ireland. By’ train, 
afoot hundreds from the country about 
Cork and from the more distant Irish 
eentres poured into the city from early 
morning. 

The glass-covered casket, revealing the 
emaciated features. of the late Lord 
Mayor, and his body. dressed in the uni- 
form of an officer of the Irish Repub- 
lican Army, Which Had been substituted 
for the Franciscan robe, reposed on a 
flower-banked catafalque in the City 
Hall, while four volunteers. in civilian 
dress maintained guard. ,The platform 
in front of which the.body lay was a 
‘mass of greenery and -flowers, framing 
a@ central floral representation of the 
crucifix, which, outlined against a huge 


backgro' ‘Diack velves, dominated 
the whole aibptay.

condolences and tributes to the. Lord 
Mayor's: martyrdom from. all parts .of 
‘the -worlds “Matty came. from the Chi- 
cago chapters of thé Friends of Irish 
Freedom, and other American organiza- 
‘ions and individuals. Father Dominic, 
the dead Lord Mayor’s private ghaplain, 
today received..the following telegram. 
from Chaplain General James J. Troy 
of the American forces on the Rhine, 
dated at Coblenz: 
- * Please convey to the Lady Mayoress 
my. profound sympathy th her great be- 
reavVément: “Mayor MacSwiney died for 
the things we thought we fought for in 
the World War and his name shall go 
down the ages as an immortal who aid 
not quake before the tyrant, but whose 
soul was as grand as the ideal for which 
he died. I have said mass for him and 
the other martyrs in Cork Jail_and will 
do ‘the same on the Feast of All Souls.

WALKER MAKES A PLEDGE 


Says He Will Be Active in Bringing 
About Legislation for New 
York City. 


In a speech at Madison Square Gar- 
dén last night, at which he was ac- 
claimed by 10,000 persOns as ‘* the next 
Governor of Nef York,’”” Governor Al- 
fred E. Smith replied to. a circular, at- 
tacking him for his veto of the fire- 
men’s. two-platoon bill, which has-been 
sent broadcast to policemen and firemen 
of this city. 

Governor’ Smith declared that during 
his entire public Hfe he had been active 
ini support of measures for the benefit 
of ‘the members of thesé- two depart- 
ments, when they did not conflict with 


the public interest. 

** What disposition I hawe made of any 
legislation befere me,’’ he. said, ‘was 
made after my heart and conscience in- 
dicated. that the action taken was.in the 
best interests of the State of New York. 
We have not reached the point in our 
democratic government here, when small 
groups can by threats dictate the course 
which public officials are to pursue. 
Soviet government .can flourish wher- 
ever ‘elsd it will. . It cannot, and must 
not, be encouraged in our Areas de- 
mocracy."’ 

Responsibility Evaded. 

Goyernor Smith said he had been un- 

rable to find any one. who would assume 

for the. circuiax,.and de- 
clared it apparently did not come from 
representatives of the firemen, but was 
engiheered by inyisible individuals who 
were more interested in the success of 
the Republican State ticket ‘than in the 
welfare of the policemen, the firemen or 
the public. ‘He expressed his belief that 
few. of the members :of either. thé Police 
or Fire Department would be influenced 
by it. 

Governor Smith’ beggn his speech with 
his réply to this unsigned circular. Be- 
fore starting. it, he stood for more than 
five minutes, waiting for the applause 
whieh greéted his appearance On the 
platform fo. die down. .A band, which 
had accompanied a delegation of his 
neighbors of the First Assembly Dis- 
trict, struck up a medley of old New 
York airs, reminiscent of the remark- 
able demonstration for Governor Smith 
at the Democratic National Convention 
at San Francisco, 

The Governor : tried several times to 
get order; but smiled when the band 
struck up one old favorite after another. 
“East Side, ‘West Side,’’ ‘‘ Annie 
“Rooney,” “The Bowery ”’ and a dozen 
others were played, the audience joining 
in the singing. Several times the Gov- 
ernor himself, although maintaining for 
the most part a position of waiting to 
begin his speech, joined in singing a 
few bars of a song: 

_Emphatic About Miller. 

“Three chegrs for, Al!” some one 
shouted as thé applause began: to die 
down. There was a renewed outburst, 
and the Governor began to speak in a 
somewhat. hoarse voice: 

“IT am very much afraid that there is 
very little kick in Al tonight. After 
a solid .month of speechmaking and 
Campaigning I feel”as though I could 
scarcely speak.” 

Lack of “kick,” of which the Gover- 
nor expressed fear, .was not fiaticeable 
as he proceeded with his. speech. He 
was particularly emphatic when he. de- 
nied the charge of Nathan L. Miller, 
Republican candidate for Governor, that 
he was deserting Governor Cox and. his 
other colleagues om the Democratic ticket 
in an effort. to elect himself. 

“When Judge Miller made that re- 
mark, he indicated ¢learly that he had 
no acquaintance with me,” Governor

During a glide Jo the earth from an alti- 
tude of 3,000 feet over the sea, Mrs. 
Louise P. “Wolf, daughter of Augustus 
Pitou, theatrical producer of New York, 
became the bride this afternoon of 
Samuel L. Bater of Philadeiphia, in the 
cabin, of a seaplane.

Various matters that 
have been subjects of -centroversy for 
years between the two Governments, 
such as property rights of foreigners, 
will have to be settled to the satisfac- 
tion of the United States, it is generally 
believed, before the much sought for rec 
ognition is actually extended. 

Among the principal matters which 
must be adjusted to the- Satisfaction of 
both Governments is the. controversy 
over Article XXVII. of the Constitution

Having made the agreement, we ought 
to stick to it; and except in the 
case of pensions and separation allow- 
ances the Conference did stick to it 
Though differing from the European 
delegates on the interpretation of this 
agreement, Mr. Bakucn has a great deal 
of sympathy with the justice, if not the 
technical legality, of their viewpoint. And 
a fuller statement of the French view 
is given in the November Everybody's 
by Mr. Tanpmv, who sunis up his case 
in a phrase: “Mr. Keynes has not

One of 
his journeys as war commissary and 
envoy extraordinary in the service of 
the convention kept him away from 
the capital for eighteen months, and 
the girl was at the mercy of the 
Revolutionary Government. Her 
most hortible experiences were in 
modeling the heads of murdered ac- 
quaintances, such as the Princess de 
Lambalie. In that case she dared to

brought her the mangied head, in- 


sisted on her complying. 

Of course Mr, Tussaud writes of 
the French Revolution from the con- 
ventional English point of view, or 
rather what that point of view was 
eighty years ago. To him Charlotte 
Corday waa a heroine and not a vain 
notoriety seeker, and Marat was a 
fiend. “The last word is Mme. Tus- 
saud’s, who in describing her ex- 
periences said: ‘‘ The cadaverous as- 
pect of the fiend made me feel des- 
perately ill, but they stood over me 
and forced me to perferm the task."’ 
He represents Charlotte as having 
obtained admission to Marat by pre- 
tending she had news for him, 
whereas she really obtained it by 
writing him that she was unhappy 
and needed help, a curious light on 
Marat’s character. Mr. Tussaud 
does, however, quote. Robespierre’s 
speech, in which he said, ** Marat 
was the father of the poor, the de- 
fender of the weak, and the consoler 
of the wretched.’"’ Charlotte Cor- 
day’s letter to Marat, by which he 
obtained admittance, might serve as 
an appendix to that speech. 

One cannot help suspecting that 


Terrorists is a little overdone. Her 
memoirs and statements were in- 
tended for Englishmen of George 
IV.’s day, and she depended on 
public favor for her livelihood. One

(You didn’t know that Gary of the 
steel mills was an ardent amateur 
magician? Well he is—and so was 
the late King Edward.) 

Not only must they not be con- 
fused, but the Society of American 
Magicians is launching a propaganda 
to see that the public stops this con- 
fusing. And the way they are han- 
dlling their propaganda is by creating 
amateurs. They are selling the pub- 
lic some of the exposed tricks. They 
are training them in sleight-of-hand. 
They are impressing on the intelli- 
gence of the public thefact that 
there is a natural explanation for 
every wonder. They are doing for 
magic what the phonograph grand 
opera record did for music. 
Danger attends on the new venture, 
naturally—as any one who has ever 
attended a Krejsler concert, with the 
owner of a *“ Humoresque ’’ record 
humming in the seat behind him, 
understands full well. “Wi it 
mean more lives of the party doing 
ecard tricks at parties?’’ one asks 
suspiciously of the magician who is 
outlining the plan to her. 

“* No-more than real musical edu- 
cation for the country means more 
ukeleles in the next door apartment. 
The untrained card trick person is 
the ukelele of our profession."* 
Observe that magic is now a pro- 
fession and not a cult. That is the 


Some such workshop was behind 
the Gothic séance chamber of each 
mediaeval sorcerer. There his wax 
images ‘were prepared, his witch 
magic and his wand.. Here his ex- 
periments in alchemy were made 
and his readings of the horoscope. 
But the mediaeval sorcerer’s magic 
was poor stuff. It wouldn't.go one, 
‘two, three on the present vaudeville 
stage. And it wouldn’t have gone 
with fourteenth century clients, 
either, if superstition had not been 
his hired man. 

‘Same way the table-walking 
trick gets by in the séance with the 
able assistance of the audience,’’ ex- 
plains my magician informant, as he 
sketches the history of his ancient 
and honorable profession. ‘“‘ Also 
the old sorcerer more than half be- 
eves his own magic—just as the 
very medium that is bleeding the 
war-bereaved relative more than 
half believes in her inspiration. We, 
the profession, are actors on the, 
stage, playing the role of sorcerers, 
and yet performing wonders that 
would make old Merlin himself look 
like a Boy Scout.

For magic descends from genera- 
tion to generation. Back as far as 
the written word can delve, back to 
3760 B. C., an Egyptian papyrus in 
the British Museum tells of a séance 


of magic of one ‘‘ Who knoweth ~ 


how to bind on a head which hath 
been cut off—who knoweth how to 
make a lion follow him as if led by 
@ ropé *’—tricks that are often per- 
formed today. When Moses changed 
his rod into a make he was only 
@oing what is a favorite trick of 
magic in Egypt today. The modern 
magicians use a snake bred by them 
because it can be paralyzed into 
stfaight rigidity by pressure on the 
back of the neck. lf these cynics 
are to be believed, Moses really 
might have been using such a snake 
for a staff on that historic day, in 
case some occasion for a miracie 
should occur. 

As for the “ coincidence *’..that 
those Egyptian magicians could per- 
form the same trick—in China today, 
in India, and in Japan the same 
magic is practiced from country's 
end to country’s end—not to men- 
tion our own local rabbit out of the 
silk hat all-along the Chicago cir- 
cult. From continent to continent 
much of the magic has stretched 
for centuries. So the magic of the 
Chinese rings entered this country 
when a Chinese magician visited us 
and traded his rings for some. Occi- 
dental trick, that he carried home— 
which his son and his son's son af- 
ter him will perform in turns.

MARINE OFFICER ON HAITI 





EB recent. discussions in this coun- 

try in regard to the policy of the 

United States in entering Haiti and 
the subsequent. actions. of thé. marines 
who have heen down. there since 1915 
make first-hand. accounts of, officers 
and men who have seen service there 
of interest. 

Major Philip T.,; Case, U.°S. Marine 
Corps (r¢tired),. gave the following ac- 
count of his own two years’ tour of 
duty on thé4island: ‘‘ While. I am a 
Republican [E feel that the recent -use 
of the Haitian situation in the ‘cam- 
paign by Senator Harding gave the peo- 
ble a ‘wrong impression of the condi- 
tions in Haiti and what the marines 
actually did down there. ¥or instance, 
it has been said that many Haitians 
have ‘been’ killed -without warrant... I 
can only say that time and time again 
when I was with my men down there, 
perhaps in a wooden house of: some 
kind, we would be fired upon by na- 
tives without returning fire, because we 
did not want to injure the women and 
children: who might be In the. villages 
behind the men who were in ambush 
firing upon. us. 

“The marines in Haiti had more se- 
vere ‘trials: than anything I ‘saw when 

Ito was ig France. The’ men in Haitt; 
ri no recreation. and received no 
thanks from, the country for what they 
dia.. They tramped hundreds. of miles 
through the mountains hunting bandits, 
walk: sometimes in’ their bare,’ bleed- 
ing f because their shoes would wear

HE country is convulsed with the 
solicitude of rival political par 
ties for a League of Nations 
which shall insure a reasonably 
serene world for the next gen- 

eration. But in the meantime these 
very children have attended to their 
own knitting. Under cover of the nolsy 
international. conversations and argu- 
ments about the respective forms of 
architecture necessary for the major 
structure, the little children have got 
together quietly and formed a league of 
nations of their own. And this Chil- 
dren’s ‘League of Nations has shed 
net ome quarrelior dissension among 

adherent members. And it is adding the 
children of country after country to its 
roster from.Czechoslovakia to China. 

The children’s league is organized and 
maintained by children for children, and 
administered by r duly authorized 
adult representatives... Under its ah 
name it. is the Junior Red Cross 
eleties of the World, and, like. ite a& yet 
unworkable kin, the idea of its ofigin 
was American. Yet as with the unac- 
claimed prophets. the power of the crea- 
tion of our own children must be dram- 
atized to us through the eyes of the 
world outside. our land. 

It was from the Vantage point of hav- 
ing seen this children’s league at work 
in many countries of Europe that Lyman 
Bryson discussed this. accomplishing 
| product. of. the idealism of American 
children: \Mr. Bryson is the Director of 
| Junfor Membership for*the League of 
Red Cross Societies, with headquarters 
in Paris. He is in this country’ for a 
brief stay: before proceeding: to 
to engage in an active campaign to 
swing all the children of the world into 
this league“of their own kind. A

Response of the Children.

The children do not raise much money 
through their 25-cent memberships, The 
$1,000,000 a year that the. American 
Junior Red. Cross can spend in Europe 
wouldn’t buy one ice cream soda apiece 
for the fatherless war orphans of Eu- 
rope. It would#t provide 10 cents each 
for ‘the 11,500,000. whose fathers fell on 
both sides... But that $1,000,000 the 
American children had to spend fm Bu- 
rope wazn’t meant to meet all the need. 
It was meant as soniething which chil- 
dren can understand as a gift.from 
other children.’ It was a heartfelt evi- 
dence of friealiness. 

Everybody knows that two little boys 
who meet each other for the first time 
begin by wrinkling, their noses at each 
othér, or by extfemely indiscreet re- 
marks about the respective virtues of 
their respective fathers, but they under- 
stand each other and they méan it in 
friendifmess.

; Reaching the Slums. 
So when the Junior Red Cross 
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League of Red Cross Societies organ- 
ized the Polish Red.

Many of..the articles have 
become Andispensable in different in- 
dustrial processes. After the war be- 
gan, this country, as well as others, 
undertook to supply the things which 
tied to come/from Germany. While 
remarkable progress has been made 
by ‘American chemists in the mann: 
facture of products from coal A 
much sfijl remains tobe done. A 
the present time it is .-still neces- 
sary for the United States, as well as 
other countries, to import from Ger- 
many dyes &nd other derivatives of 
coal tar, and this promises to remain 
the case for a few years to come. 
The Germans realize the advantage 
they gained during all the years when 
they had-the field to themselves, and | 
are determined to hold it if possible.

If for-Near East’Should Have Amer- 
Ican. Ideas and Ideals. 


In the coming struggle with experi- 
enced and capable national competitors, 
reports Trade. Commissioner Eliot G. 
Mears, the most important single ele- 
ment in the promotion and extension of 
American ‘trade interests lies in the se- 
lection’ and training of high-calibre for- 
eign traveling representatives of unques- 
tioned American ideas and ideals.
